HO was the first of the shoemakers? 

Benedict Baddouth, one of 
Most learned men of the sixte 
tury (a shoemaker by trade) 
treauise on the shoemaking of the 
Ancients in which he traced the art. to 
Adam. Adam, he Says, Was a shoemaker, 
and Eve a tatloress. Without attempt- 
ing to follow our authority to Eden, we 
may readily ascertain that those ancient 
nations with whom we are the most 
familiar were early shod. Sandals were, 
probably, the original form of foot-gear, 
The Egyptians wore both shoes and san- 
dals. Those of the priest were made of 
papyrus, the plant which was applied 
also to literary purposes and has given 
its name to paper. Those worn by the 
women and the upper classes were made 
of tlexible material, richly ornamented; 
and a slave was frequently painted on 
the inside of the sole, to express literally

The Greeks and Romans who wore 
shoes, including generally all persons 
except youths and slaves, consulted their 
convenience and indulged their fancy by

impossible to ascertain, but which were 
often derived either from the persons 
who were supposed to have brought cer-

the places where they were procured. 
By a Roman edict, none but those who 
had served the office of *‘zedile’’ were per- 
mitted to appear in red slippers. The 
Roman senators wore black leather 
boots, with a gold or silver crescent at 
the top of the boot. The boot thus worn 
was called a buskin—a sort of high shoe 
—and the term ‘‘sock and buskin,’’ still 
applied to theatrical people, refers to the 
form of shoes which they invariably em- 
ployed. The tragic actor wore the bus- 
kin; the comedian, a low shoe or sock. 
Aurelian, the emperor, forbade any but 
ladies of quality to wear colored shoes. 
Heliogabalus, less kind, forbade ladies 
to wear their shoes jeweled, ‘The Roman 
soldiers had their boots studded with iron 
nails, pointed outwards; and they came 
to Britain in these boots, expecting to find 
a people whose opposition would, in all 
senses, be bootless. In this, as we all 
know, they were mistaken, Our ancient 
British forefathers made a brave resist- 
ance, and they made it in shoes of cow- 
hide, Specimens of these shoes have 
been discovered in ancient British tu- 
nuh, 

Vhe shoes of the early Saxons were 
constructed on the model of the Roman 
buskin, vamely, « ligh shoe or half-bool, 
Jaced up the front, not unlike the mod- 
ern Blucher. Wooden shoes were used 
by the common people; but whether 
they were made of wood only, or of 
leather and wood, 15 a little doubtful, 
Shoes with wood: n soles were mM Haxon 
times worn by the most distinguished 
people; thus, the shoes of Bernard, King 
of Llaly, the grandson of Charlemagne, 
are described by an Italian writer, as 
they were found upon opening his sepul- 
chre: ‘Ibe shoes which covered his feet 
are remaining to this day; the soles of 
wood, and the upper parts of red leather, 
laced together with thongs. ‘They were 
so closely fitted to the feet that the order 


of the toes, terminating in a point at the 
“reat toe, might easily be discerned; so 


that the shoe belonging to the Tight foot 
could not be put on the left, nor that of 
the left on the right.""” This is all-im- 
portant—first, because it puts honor on

wood as a ‘material for shoe-soles; sec- 
ondly, because it acquits our great dram- 
atist of the charge of anachronism. You 
remember the tailor in King John eager 
to acquaint his friend of the smithy with 


the prodigies of ‘the sky. Hubert saw 
him— 


‘Standing on slippers, which his nimble 
haste 


Had falsely thrust upon contrary feet." 


Sadly the commentators shake their rev- 
erend heads; for rights and lefts, they 
argue, are of modern date. ‘‘Shake- 
speare,’’ says Johnson, ‘‘seems to have 
confounded the man’s shoes with his 
gloves. He thatis frighted or hurried 
may put his hand in the wrong glove; 
but either shoe will equally admit either 
foot. The author seems to be disturbed 
by the disorder which he describes," 
Grandly solemn is the critic—awe-in- 
spiring Johnson—who tells us the garret 
is the top room of the house, and the attia 
the room above the garret!

A century ago a book 
was set up by hand and printed 

on clumsy wooden presses by strictly 
manual labor; now the type is set byauto- 
matic type-setting machines, and the 
printing is done by electricity-driven 
presses whose capacity is simply marvel- 
ous. The contrast between the slow 
process of book-binding of a hundred 
years ago and the advanced methods 
of the present day is just as great. 
The rapidity and perfection with 
which the printed paper and crude 
material are picked up and brought 
together in the finished book by 
the power of a dynamo and machinery

which seems to act intelligently and of 
its own volition, can only be compre- 
hended when seen. Saysa recent writ- 
er: ‘‘The modern printing establish- 
ment would entirely upset the equanim- 
ity of even as recent a past master of 
the ‘art preservative’ as the philosopher 
who first harnessed the lightning, could 
he be brought to see it: and as for Gut- 
enberg, he would regard the move-

ments that result in the evolution of the 
modern book as nothing less than mag- 
ic.’" And such an establishment is the 
home of Conkey’s Home Journal.

Ar- 
ranged at convenient distances from each 
other are the Publication, Subscription 
and Manufacturing Departments and the 
Advertising, Circulating and Editorial 
branches of Conkey’s Home Journal. 

Let us now enter and in fancy follow 
the evolution of a book through the 
various stages of its manufacture. 


FIRST THE TYPE IS SET UP 


As the first step in the making of a 
book, an edition of Conkey’s Home 
Journal, for instance, is the setting up 
of the type, the composing department 
comes first in the order of description. 
This room is 100 feet square, contains 
tons of new type of every description, 
and is fitted with type-setting and dis- 
tributing machines, with a capacity of 
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high places with hot knives and build- 
ing up the low places with wax, make it 
of uniform thickness. It is then placed 
in a black-leading machine, run by an 
electric motor, where its surface is pol- 
ished with graphite, after which it is 
given a copper coating, made by sprink- 
ling iron filings over its surface, which 
has been previously covered with a solu- 
tion of sulphate of copper. The mold is 
then hung in a copper-solution bath, be- 
tween the positive and negative poles of 
a battery of six volts power, where a 
thin shell of copper is precipitated upon 
its surface. This shell is then backed 
up with electrotype metal, when it be- 
comes a book-plate, but “in the rough,’’ 
and must go through many processes be- 
fore it is ready for the press. 

After the surface has been cleaned and

100,000 ems an hour, run by electric 
motors. ‘The accompanying illustration 
shows several of these machines in op- 
eration, The type is never used on the 
press, but is always electrotyped, con- 
sequently the faces are kept clean and 
unbroken. Over 200 skilled compositors 
are employed in the department. The 
room contains proof presses, appliances 
for the rapid handling of type, and every 
other convenience. ‘The proof-room is a 
large, light apartment, shut off from the 
composing room, where a large force of 
readers is constantly engaged in correct- 
ing and revising proof sheets, represent- 


the pages separated by means of a saw, 
the plate is placed in a routing machine, 
where all superfluous metal is removed, 
It is then given to the finisher, who lev- 
els it and removes all flaws, after which 
the roughing and shaving machines 
make it absolutely level and even. It is 
then beveled, if required for ‘‘patent- 
blocks,’’ or mounted on wood, when it 
must go through the various processes 
of being trimmed, planed, mortised, 
dove-tailed, and mounted—all done by 
special appliances. All the machines in 
the foundry—molders, routers,trimmers, 
saws, mortisers, bevelers, shavers, etc.,

simple letter press of a book to the more 
fanciful display of an art catalogue. 


THEN THE PLATES ARE MADE 


a foundry equipped with every ma- 
chine known to the artof electrotyp- 
ing, the process of plate-making becomes 
exceedingly interesting. The type, 
locked up in a ‘‘chase,"’ is first delivered 
to the molder, who takes an inipression 
of it in wax, by means of a press driven 
by an electric motor. The mold is then

FLOATING GARDENS. 


HE Lord Roberts who has gone to 
Africa to command the English 
army in the war against the Boers 
went to India when a very young man, 
and, like all bright people, he kept his 
eyes open, and while on a visit to the 
famous valley of Kashmir he noticed 
some curious gardens in the city of 
Srinagar. This capital city of Kashmir 
has been called the Venice of the East, 
because of the lake, river, and canals 
around which the city is built. The 
natives construct floating gardens on 
this lake which Lord Roberts says were 
exceedingly curious and pretty. The 
lake is nowhere more than ten or twelve 
feet deep. These gardens are made by 
driving stakes into the bed of the lake, 
long enough to project three or four feet 
above the water. These stakes are 
placed at intervals in an oblong form and 
are bound together by reeds and rushes 
twined in and out and across, until a 
kind of stationary raft is made on which 
turf and earth are piled. In this soil 
seeds are sown, and the melons and 
other fruits raised in these fertile beds 
are fine and abundant.

their use is obviated, and perfect cleanli- 
mess abounds. Each press is run by a 
direct-connected motor, keyed to the 
press shaft, and is under the absolute 
control of the feeder and pressman. By 
means of a handle placed immediately 
at his side, the feeder can start or stop 
the press at will; by means of electric 
buttons placed at either side and on each 
of the three corners, the pressman can 
stop the press immediately. Another 
eat advantage secured by the plan of 
driving presses by electricity, is the abil- 
ity to vary and regulate the speed ac- 
cording to the character of the work to 
be executed. 

The smaller machines, such as folders, 
Wire stitchers, book-sewers, type-setters, 
type-distributers, cutters, stampers, etc., 
which require a small amount of power, 
are arranged in rows, and run by belts 
passing down through the floor, which 
connect with a shaft placed in a brick 
and concrete duct and driven by a motor 
at the wall end. There are nearly one 
hundred and fifty motors installed in 
different parts of the works. 


THE NEXT STEP IS THE PRINTING 

id baat press-room contains printing 
_' _ presses of the very latest patterns, 
including two-gevolution, stop-cylinder, 
perfecting and’ other special presses, 
using four, six and eight rollers, so that 
perfect distribution of ink, together with 
absolute register, is obtained. In pro- 
portion to the number, there are more 
large presses in this plant than in any 
other institution of the kind in the 
United States. The smallest presses 
are larger than those generally found 
in an ordinary printing house. Some 
idea of the press-room capacity can be 
obtained from the fact that this depart- 
ment consumes an average of four car- 
loads of paper each day. The most 
skilled mechanics are employed on the 
presses, and, with the perfect conditions 
that abound, the best possible results are 
obtained. Cleanliness, clear, uniform 
daylight, and plenty of room are most 
essential requisites to high-class print- 
ing. The accompanying photographs 
show a section of the press-room and 
one of the automatic presses used for 
printing the ‘‘Journal.'' This press not 
only requires no feeder, but can be 
loaded with a day's run of sheets, thus 
saving the delay incident to repeated 
handling of ‘‘lifts,"’ and is so finely ad- 
justed thatif asheet is not properly 
.“‘fed,'’ it stops instantly. 


THE PAPER ROOM 


N this connection, mention should be 
made of the paper stock-room which 
can store 100 carloads of stock, and con- 
tains material of every size, weight and 
texture, from ordinary book fabric to 
costly vellum. This room contains cut- 
ting machines for preparing the paper 
for the presses, and baling machines for 
baling the waste paper into bundles. 
The many and various grades of stock 
used are manufactured expressly for the 
Company by the largest and most cele- 
brated mills in the country. 


THE INK FACTORY 


NOTEWORTHY addition to the 
plant is the ink factory, which, for 
reasons of cleanliness, is located in a 
separate building, as the manufacture of 
this product necessitates the use of 
lampblack and other material of that 
nature. These inks are made of the fin- 
est materials, by machines of the very 
latest patterns, run by electric motors. 


AFTER THE PRINTING, THE BINDING 


Te printed sheets are removed from 
the press room to the bindery, 
where they are folded, either by auto- 
matic folders, by folding machines run 
by expert operators, and, in some in- 
stances, by hand. After being folded, 
‘Journal’ sheets are inserted into the 
covers, wire stitched and trimmed, after 
which they are sent to the shipping room, 
where they are wrapped and mailed. 

If book sheets, after being folded, the 
various sections are ‘‘gathered,'’ accord- 
ing to the order of the pages, after 
which they are ‘‘collated,"’ that is, 
carefully examined to see that these 
sections of the book are properly ar- 
ranged. After the books have been 
sewed, they are delivered to the ‘‘smash- 
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ing” machines, which take out all the 
impression that may have been made 
in printing and press them to the re- 
quired thickness; they are then glued, 
the “end-sheets"’ pasted on, and taken 
to the ‘ trimming"’ machine where the 
edges receive a perfect trim. Next the 
backs are rounded by automatic backing 
and rounding machines, and the edges 
marbled or gilded if desired other than 
plain, after which they are ‘‘supered,”’ 
‘lined’? and ‘head-banded,"’ processes 
intended to keep them in the desired 
form. The process of marbling the 
edges of books is exceedingly curious. 
Upon the surface of a ‘bath,’ made of 
a solution of a certain gum, found in 
Smyrna, and used only for marbling, the 
operator sprinkles various mineral col- 
ors, mixed with beef gall, which gives 
them the specific gravity necessary to 
float on the surface of the bath. ‘The 
books are then dipped lightly into the 
bath and the marbled design upon the 
surface is transferred to the edges of the 
books. 

Few people realize that the process of 
gilding dates back to a period several 
thousand years before the Christian 
era, the Chines at that early period 
employing the gold leaf for various deco- 
rative purposes. In book binding, gild- 
ing is a process that requires consider- 
able care. A number of volumes are 
screwed up tight in a gilding press, their 
edges scraped perfectly smooth, and 
covered with a solution of burnt umber, 
after which thin paste is applied with 
asponge. The edges are then ‘‘sized"’ 
and the gold leaf applied. When the 
books are dry, the gold is rubbed down 
with an agate burnishing tool and then 
polished with a bloodstone. Only, the 
most expensive books have gilt eages; 
therefore some idea of the amount of 
gold used annually by this establish- 
ment may be obtained from the fact that 
the leaves if placed edge to edge, would 
make a strip nearly forty miles in 
length. 

In the meantime, experienced work- 
men have been making covers, either by 
hand or by means of automatic case- 
making machines. ‘These covers are 
then ornamented with some design, 
usually made as follows: gold or silver 
leaf is first applied to the sides and back, 
after which they are placed in a stamp- 
ing machine, where hot brass dies im- 
press the pattern through the leaf intothe 
fabric of the cover. The surplus leaf is 
then removed by means of automatic 
machines, leaving the perfect design. 

Tf no further decoration is required, 
they are then taken to the ‘‘caser-in,”’ 
who inserts the unbound books into the 
covers, after which they are placed in 
the standing presses, where they are 
allowed to remain until properly sea- 
soned. The bound volumes or finished 
pamphlets are then conveyed to the 
shipping room, and after they have been 
thoroughly inspected and wrapped, they 
are placed in boxes and loaded directly 
into cars, always standing on the tracks, 
and, as the plant is located between two 
great railroads and connected by a pri- 
vate belt railway with fourteer trunk 
lines, consignments are torwarded with- 
out delay or transfer immediately to 
their destination. 


SPECIAL BOOK-MAKING MACHINES 


GoMe idea of the magnitude of this 
bindery may be obtained from the 
fact, that there are in operation all kinds 
of improved book-making appliances, 
run, as before stated, by electric motors; 
automatic folding machines with a daily 
capacity of 1,000,000 sheets; folding ma- 
chines run by operators—daily capacity, 
500,000 sheets; cutting machines, one 
bearing a huge 72-inch knife; book-sew- 
ing machines — daily capacity 30,000 
books of average size; wire stitchers— 
daily capacity 200,000 pamphlets and 
books; book trimmers; machines for 
sewing heavy sample books; automatic 
double-stitchers and loopers which stitch 
and loop two pamphlets at a time, work 
which at one time required eight opera- 
tors; steam rounders and backers; auto- 
matic case-making machines—daily ca- 
pacity 10,000 covers; backing machines; 
rounding machines; standing presses; 
smashing machines; bundlers, which tie 
the folded sheets in packages ready for 
gathering; stamping maebines and ink- 
ing machines — daily Cap ¥ 30.000 
covers; hand embossing ; gold 


cases; gold brushing machines; leather- 
paring machines, etc. 

There are also machines for cutting 
leather and boards; indexing machines; 
round cornering machines; punching 
machines; sawing machines; beveling 
machines; grinding machines; case- 
making tables, a feature of which are 
electric glue pots, in which the glue is 
kept at an even temperature by means 
of electricity, which can be regulated by 
the operator, and a book machine for 
hinging the leaves of heavy sample 
books. A remarkable innovation is an 
automatic binding machine which han- 
ules a catalogue of 1,200 pages, gluing, 
compressing, putting on the cloth to 
hold the sections, covering and turning 
out completely bound books at the rate 
of one thousand an hour. These ma- 
chines are so expensive that only a bind- 
ery of the greatest capacity can afford 
to keep one in use, and there are only 
four of these machines in the world. 
These and numerous other appliances 
enable this establishment to produce, at 
the lowest possible cost of manufacture, 
not only the most expensive publica- 
tions, but also mail-order and other cata- 
logues whose editions run up into hun- 
dreds of thousands. 


THE ENGINE ROOM 


[TH pulse of this wonderful system— 

the engine room—merits more than 
a passing notice. It is supplied with 
high pressure boilers of 250 horse-power 
each, and an Atlas-Corliss tandem, high 
pressure, compound engine, developing 
250 horse-power, direct-connected to one 
generator of 220 volts, and an auxiliary 
engine direct-connected to a generator 
of 220 volts. These engines can be run 
singly or, when excessive power is re- 
quired, in multiple. 


THE LIGHTING SYSTEM 


MOST important feature is the 

lighting of this enormous building, 
which has been successfully accom- 
plished in a novel and original manner. 
The entire roof, which is similar in form 
to that of a row of green houses, is con- 
structed of light, structural steel-work, 
resting on cast-iron columns, and so de- 
signed that every twenty-nine feet of 
space affords eleven feet of illumination, 
and the building being placed at the car- 
dinal point of the compass, the light is 
admitted only from the north, thereby 
giving the subdued north light, which is 
so necessary in artists’ studios for per- 
fect reproduction of color. Owing to 
the roof angles, no direct rays can enter 
the building, and the glass being frosted, 
the light is evenly diffused, conse- 
quently there are no shadows. It is by 
means of this ideal light that absolute 
accuracy in the matching of paper, se- 
lection of inks, and the printing of per- 
fect sheets, is easily secured. At night, 
the plant is lighted by incandescent arc 
lamps, although incandescent drop lights 
have also been liberally distributed 
throughout the building. 


THE HEATING SYSTEM 


THE problem of heating this mammoth 
plant has been successfully dem- 
onstrated. During the coldest days of 
winter a temperature of 72 degrees 
Fahrenheit has been maintained through- 
out the building. By means of two nine- 
foot fans turning 200 revolutions a min- 
ute, properly arranged and run by a 
direct-connected engine, fresh air is 
drawn through a coil of steam-heated 
pipes, where it is warmed and driven 
through immense conduits under the 
floor and expelled through registers, or 
hoods, at different parts of the building. 
This system naturally keeps up a pertect 
circulation of air, and consequently acts 


as a ventilator. In hot weather, streams | 


of cold water are kept running through 


the pipes, and by means of the same) 


fans, cooled air is forced through the 
conduits and out of the hoods into every 
part of the building. 


The building, being constructed of | 


iron, steel, brick, stone, and glass, is 
absolutely fire-proof. All partitions are

So popular did the new drink 
become among the friends of Mr. Ed- 
wards that their visits began to occasion 
him serious inconvenience. At last in 
desperation he set Pasqua Rossi up in 
business, and thus was established the 
first coffee-house in London. Its recep-

“Whatever may be said about causes 
and circumstances,'’ says a brilliant 
writer, ‘the French revolution was not 
brought about until coffee, as well as 
philosophy, came to Paris. ; 

To-day they have the café chantant, 
where singing, dancing, and the dev : 
reign supreme. Café au lait—a bowl ° 
hot milk witha little coffee in it—almost 
constitutes the French breakfast, and 
café noir, with sometimes a suspicion 
of cognac is indispensable after dinner. 

This is all very well at the table, but 
how shall one in America serve a cup of 
coffee to a friend at 5 o'clock, or to a 
little company in the evening? To an- 
swer the question by asking another, 
What does one wish to express 1n serving 
anything toa friend? In the first place, 
hospitality. It is not that your friend is 
hungry and must be fed. A _ beggar 
answers that description. But you wish 
to place yourself at his disposal—"‘ what's 
mine is thine’—and you offer him a 
portion of your substance, if it be only a 
pinch of salt. ; 

Coffee is well adapted for light refresh- 
ment, because it is exhilarating but non- 
intoxicant. The Germans have their 
kaffee-klatsch at 4 as regularly as the 
English take their tea. In Austria the 
coffee is ground toa powder, boiled, and 
strained through a little silk bag. In 
Turkey the coffee is powdered but not 
strained, making a thick, black decoc- 
tion to be eaten with sweetmeats. 

It is in Arabia, the original home of 
coffee, that one finds the perfection of 
coffee custom. Coffee is there taken at 
every hour in the day, and it would be 
as much an insult not to offer a guesta 
cup of khawah in Arabia as to fail to 
serve tea in China or Japan. 

Imagine yourself in a khawah, or 
coffee-room—an essential part of every 
Arabian house. It is a long, low room, 
with bare polished floor and no furniture. 
Along the walls are strips of carpet anc 
cushions covered with faded silks. At 
one end is a tiny charcoal furnace, and 
about it are coffee-pots of all sizes, the 
number varying in proportion to the 
wealth of the host. 

Coffce is made fresh for each new party 
of guests, and a large or small coffee- 
pot is selected, according to the number. 
In order to lose none of the aroma the 
coffee is not only ground but roasted im- 
mediately before using—a custom which 
Calvé observes in her own apartments. 
A strong infusion is then made, but the 
boiling 1s allowed to continue only a 
moment, as long boiling softens the 
grains and gives a muddy appearance to 
the liquid. 

Some aromatic seeds or a little saffron 
are then thrown in for additional spicing. 
Cream and sugar would be regarded as 
a profanation. The tiny cups are 
placed on a tray of woven grass, together 
with a dish of dates or other confection, 
and the guests are served reclining at 
ease on their cushions, 

Usually men alone are present, but if 
especial honor is to be shown, the timid, 
dark-eyed wife comes in and performs 
ie part of the service with her own 

The genius of America lies in adapta- 
tion, Now, it may be impracticable for 
one to give up a whole room in her house 
to coffee-serving. Nevertheless a corner 
may be stolen from many a large draw- 
Ing-room, where the shaded lights, silken 
hangings, and rich divans ma serve to 
keep a flavor of the Orient.

watching the preparation and an added 
flavor in the drinking of a cup of coffee 
prepared by the mistress of the house, 
which could never be imparted by the 
hand of a hired servant. When she 
shall have so mastered these smaller 
things of life as to be able to convey 
through them the respect, consideration, 
and love which she feels for her friends, 
she shall have mastered not merely the 
art of coffee-serving but the art of living.

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BISCUITS AND ROLLS 
By A my Lee 


HERE are various ways of making 
bread, biscuit and rolls. It can be 
cone with milk, water, potatoes, ete. 
There are always three points to be con- 
sidered ; sweetness, lightness and health- 
fulness. If milk is used, it should be 
scalded and cooled, as this prevents its 
souring. Water can always be used in 
raised doughs in place of milk if desired. 
In making rolls, be sure that the dough 
is always thoroughly light before bak- 
ing. In kneading, use as little flour as 
possible. Bread is always nicer by 
kneading thoroughly. The longer it is 
kneaded, as our mothers tell us, the bet- 
ter, as this takes out the bubbles and 
makes the pores fine, and the bread cuts 
smooth and tender. 

In making gems, rolls, biscuit, etc., 
where baking powder is called for and 
sweet milk, one can always substitute 
in its place sour milk by using soda. If 
one has not baking powder and desires 
to use sweet milk instead, they can sub- 
stitute in place of baking powder, soda 
and cream of tartar in the proportion of 
one level teaspoon of soda to two of 
cream of tartar. 

If one has on hand stale rolls or those 
which have been baked the day before, 
they can be made fresh and good as ever 
by ‘sprinkling with water, or dipping 
quickly in water and placing ona tin 
and again baked in a hot oven a few mo- 
ments. or thoroughly heated through so 
2s to make them crisp. 

Cream Biscuit.—One quart of flour, 
one cup of sour cream, one cup of sour 
, three teaspoonfuls of cream of 
Tlar, two teaspoonfuls of soda anda 


le salt. Ifone does not have cream, 
can use milk; and for shortening, 
take Dutter instead. 


Baking Powder Biscuit.— For each tea- 
cupful of flour, use a teaspoonful of bak- 
ing powder. Take a quart of flour and 
sift into it the baking powder, and but- 
ter the size of a hen’s egg, after Tubhing 
butter and flour together, mix soft with 
cold water or milk, stirring with a 
spoon, roll lightly and bake at once. 

Raised Biscuit.—One quart of milk or 
water, three-quarters cupful lard and 
butter mixed, three-quarters cupful 
yeast, two tablespoonfuls white sugar. 
Make into a thin sponge with wheat 
flour. The shortening should be melted. 
In the morning mix into a soft dough 
with sufficient flour, and let rise until 
almost noon. Mixdown. Make into balls, 
Set closely in a buttered pan, buttering 
between each biscuit that they may sep- 
arate easily. Let rise half an hour and 
bake twenty minutes. 

If wished for breakfast, omit the 
sponge and mix into a dough the night 
before. In the morning knead down, 
make into biscuit and let rise half an 
hour before baking. 

If desired for tea the sponge may be 
set early in the morning and allowed to 
ris€é until noon, then mix into a dough 
Let rise until an hour before tea. 
into biscuit and let stand 
bake twenty minutes. If for company 
they will be lighter and finer grained if 
mixed down once or twice during the 
afternoon. Wash over with milk or 
melted butter. 

Parker House Rolls.—Dissolve one 
rounded tablespoon of butter in a pint of 
hot milk; when lukewarm, stir in one 
quart of flour, and one beaten egg, a 
little salt, and a teacup of yeast; work 
into dough until smooth, If winter, set 
in a warm place; if summer, a cool one 
to rise. In the morning work softly and 
roll out one-half inch and cut into Tolls 
and set to rise for thirty minutes, when 
they will be ready to bake. These are 
delicious. 

French Rolls, —One pint of milk, 
scalded, put into it while hot half a cup 
of sugar and one tablespoon of butter. 
When the milk is cool, add a little salt 
and half a cup of yeast, or one com- 


Make 
thirty minutes; 


pressed yeast cake; stir in flour to make 
a stiff sponge, and when light, mix as 
for bread. Let it rise until light, punch 
it down with the hand, and let it rise 
agajn—repeat two or three times, then 
turn the dough on to the moulding-board 
and pound with the rolling pin until thin 
enough tocut. Cut out with a tumbler, 
brush the surface of each one with melted 
butter, and fold over. Let the rolls rise 
on the tins; bake, and while warm brush 
over the surface with melted butter to 
make the crust tender. 

Tea Biscuit.—One pint of milk, one 


teaspoonful of salt, two ounces of butter. 
or lard, two eggs, one teaspoonful of | 


sugar, three or more pints of flour, half 
cup of yeast or quarter of a compressed 
cake. Scald the milk, add to it the but- 
ter or lard, and stand one side to cool. 
When cool, add the salt, sugar and yeast; 
mix, and add one-half the flour; beat 
continuously for five minutes, cover and 
stand in a warm place (72° Fahr.) for 
four hours. When light, add the eggs 
well beaten, and sufficient flour to make 
asoft dough. Knead lightly and con- 
tinuously for fifteen minutes or until 
elastic; cover again and stand in a warm 
place until double its bulk or very light, 
then roll out in a sheet about a half-inch 
thick, cut into biscuits with a cutter, 
place in greased baking pans, cover, let 
stand a half hour and bake in a quick 
oven (400° Fahr.) for fifteen minutes. 
Potato Biscuit.—One pint of milk, six 
medium-sixed potatoes, one teaspoonful 
of salt, one teaspoonful of sugar, one- 
quarter pound of butter or lard, one cup 
of yeast or half a compressed cake, suffi- 
cient flour. Scald the milk. Pare and 
boil the potatoes, then mash fine; add ta 
them the hot milk, butter or lard, salt 
and sugar; beat until smooth; adda 
half-cup of flour, stir and let stand until 
lukewarm; then add the yeast and suffi- 
cient flour to make a thick batter, beat 
continuously for five minutes; cover and 
stand in a warm place (72° Fahr.) for 
three hours, or until very light. Then 


add flour to make a soft dough, knead |% 


quickly and lightly for fifteen minutes, 
then roll out in a sheet a half-inch thick, 
cut into biscuits, place in greased baking 
pans and cover, stand in a warm place 
until very light, then bake in a quick 
oven for twenty minutes. These, if care- 
fully made, are delicious. 

Breakfast Rolls. —Mix the dough in the 
evening, according to directions for 
yeast bread, adda tablespoon of butter, 
and set where it will be a little warm 
until morning; cut off pieces, and care- 
fully shape them into rolls of the desired 
size by rolling them between the hands, 
but do not knead them; dip the sides of 
each into drawn butter when they are 
shaped, and place them in the baking 
pan (the butter prevents their sticking 
together when baked, and they will be 
smooth and perfect when separated). 
Rub them over the top with drawn but- 
ter, and dust a little fine salt Over the 
top; set in a warm place, and they will 
quickly rise, ready for baking. These 
are delicious. 

Coffee Rolls.—Work into a quart of 
bread dough a rounded tablespoon of 
butter, and a half teacup of white sugar; 
add some dried currants (well washed 
and dried in the oven), sift some flour 


and sugar over them, work into the other 


ingredients, make into small rolls, dip 
into melted butter, place in tins, let rise 
a short time, and bake. 

Beaten Biscuit.—To one quar 
add one tablespoon of lard or b ut 
one-half teaspoon of fine salt. 
well together, using sweet milk, or ¢o 
water, and mix until it is as stiff a dough 
as can be handled, then beat and beat 
until the dough pops and blisters and 
becomes soft and pliable. Roll out half 
an inch thick, cut and prick with a fork, 
and bake in a moderately hot oven to 4 
nice delicate brown.

Preparation for Gesture. 

Take unexcited position and gradually 
raise right arm obliquely from body, 
until wrist is as high as the top of head, 
hand pendant, palm down. Allow the 
arm very slowly to descend, action pro- 
ceeding from shoulder downward, fol- 
lowed by the wrist, hands trailing, tak-

ing care not to permit hand to descend 
until the action of arm has ceased. Do 
not bend elbow or cramp the hand, 
Allow hand to unfold as if floating in the 
air. Repeat same with left hand, weight 
of body onright foot. Repeat same with 
words, ‘'Fell the words like light leaves 
down,’’ with descending notion. In all 
the above movements there must never 
be two articulations of the arms in con- 
scious action at the same time. When 
this movement has been mastered the 
great obstacle to free and graceful ges- 
ticulation has been mastered, therefore 
the above explanations for practice have 
been made full and explicit. 

We have in vesture, as in vocality, 

1. Quality or kind of gesture, as con- 
genial, emphatic, aversive, designation, 
descriptive, impersonative, etc., used to 
express the character of the thought and 
feeling. 

2. l’orce, measuring the 
the westure. 

3. Pitch, the relative height and depth 
of the yesture, determined by the direc- 
tion of attention. 

4. Time, the deyree of movement in 
gesture, measuring the deyree of excite- 
ment and keeping pace with the move- 
ment of the voice, There should always 
be a pause after the expressive move- 
ment In gesture, agrecing with the pause 
in voice. 

For ordinary and particular ideas use 

Nand; for general and important 
jdcas both hands. Never repeat same 
stroke of gesture in same line, 

Congenial gestures demand congenial 
position and comes in the movements of 
the arms and hands, and are used to 
express all conyenial ideas, thought, 
and feelings, that attract us, as anima- 
tion, joy, sympathy, etc. lxample: 

‘‘How beautiful these flowers are."’ 

Begin preparatory movement by bring- 
ing thé hand from the body prone or side- 
wise, upon oblique line, gradually ex- 

anding for expressive part of gesture, 
and allow hand and arm to return to the 
body after the pause in voice at com- 
pletion of the thought. 

Repeat the following in same manner, 


intensity of 


arm and hand higher, and expressive 
action more extended: 

“How beautiful 1s 
world.”’ 

Repeat, ‘Hail to the mountains, the 
masonry of God,"’ hand and arm sweep- 
ing upward on the word ‘thail,"’ expand- 
ing on ‘‘the mountains," holding action 
until fully completed before returning to 
the body. 

It will be noted that there are three 
movements necessary for the complete | 
formation of each gesture, first, the pre- | 
paratory; second, the expressive, and | 
third, the return to the body. Or the 
preparatory may be followed by 2 num- 
ber of expressive movements before the 
return of the arm and hand to the body.

PICTURESQUE PARIS 


By Emma 


| to Paris again! Is there any city on 
earth that so thrills the visitor and 
entrances him? Coming hither direct 
from London or New York with its sol- 
emn, serious life, its streets crowded 
with business men who, preoccupied with 
business cares, hurry along without a 
smile or a radiant glance—the contrast 
is Startling. Here, everyone seems to be 
gay, light-hearted, not to say frivolous. 
The Parisian crowd seems bent on enjoy- 
ing itself. On the boulevards, in the 
Stores and cates, around the entrances to 
the theatres, there are groups of loung- 
ers, well dressed and polite, who seem 
by their manner to have no occupation 
in life but pleasure. They stroll around 
as if time with them were one long holi- 
day. Doubtless plenty of work is done 
in the great city. The clerks in stores, 
the waiters in the cafes, the cab-drivers, 
and all the other men and women whose 
business it is to minister to the wants and 
pleasures of the idle, must have a busy 
time, and there are artisans and me- 
chanics who, in their own sections of the 
city, do their share of the work that is 
needed by acity of twoanda half million 
persons; but even these, when their work 
is done, insist on their share of the pleas- 
ures that are going. The writer has seen 
hundreds of them dancing gaily in the 
squares and open places, as gay and 
light-hearted as the wealthy pleasure- 
seekers. A merry, laughing, child-like 
populace it seems to the stranger, on all 
faces the gaiety that takes nothought for 
the morrow. It is hard to believe that 
this frivolous people could become the 
frenzied mob that, in 1871, burned the 
Magnificent palace of the Tuileries, over- 
turned the Vendome Column, and pre- 
pared to destory the world-famous Cath- 
edral of Notre Dame. Yes, this light- 
hearted, pleasure-loving people are cap- 
able of fierce passions, and perhaps 
because of their shallowness are more 
easily fired by the contagion of destruc- 
tive ferocity. But at present we see no 
symptom of such ebullitions, and they 
saunter along the boulevards in the eve- 
ning, or sit under the trees, drinking, 
laughing, joking, and making merry. 
The Paris of to-day is a very different 
city from the Paris immortalized by 
Victor Hugo and the historians of the 
Great Revolution. Napoleon III. could 
not have uttered the boast of Augustus 
that he found the city brick and left it 
marble, but he could boast of transform- 
ing its highways and making it a city of 
magnificent streets and beautiful thor- 
oughfares. People said of him that when 
he set Baron Haussman to work to lay 
out these wonderful avenues, his chief 
desire was to have lony, straight streets 
that could be swept by his artillery, and 
to lay them with asphalt so that the Com- 
munists might have no wranite blocks 
with which to make their barricades, 
But, be his motive what it might, the 
results are here to-day—heautiful, noble, 
and impressive. What a wonderful 
spectacle, for instance, is the avenue of 
the Champs Elysees from the immense 
Place de la Concorde. with its beautiful 
fountains and its Lyyptian Obelisk at 
one end, to the Triumphal Arch at the 
other, its outline almost lost in the haze 
of distance. Noble trees with their 
overhanging branches .line the lon 
stretch of promenade, and overlooking 
all on each side are the palaces of the 
aristocracy. Then there is that other 
glorious avenue which starts as the Boul- 
evard de Ja Madeleine and, without a 
turn, becomes the Boulevard of the Cap- 
ucines, and then the Boulevard of the 
Italians, but is all one long tree-shaded, 
mansion-lined thoroughfare. Besides 
these there is the grand avenue, one of 
the finest drives in the world, called the 
Avenue of the Bois de Boulogne. This 
road-way, one hundred and forty yards 
vide and nearly a mile long, is a contin-

are the horrible creatures, half human, 


half bird or beast at its corners, the gro- 
tesque products of the sculptor’s imag- 
ination, which glare down as if in dia- 
bolic mockery from the balustrades of 


the cathedral roof. Conspicuous in the 
panorama, too, 1s the graceful column 
which marks the site of the Bastille, that 
hoary dungeon, of pre-revolutionary days 
when favorites of royalty could send an 
enemy to rot in its cells, without accusa- 
tion or trial, for the remainder of his life. 
It was taken by the revolutionists in 
July, 1789, and demolished, and the 
‘‘column of July’’ now commemorates its 
destruction. From our point of eleva- 
tion we see also the famous cemetery of 
Pere Lachaise, the last resting-place of 
some of the most illustrious of French 
citizens. The cemetery. occupies r1o 
acres, and being laid out on the side of a 
hill, has the appearance of a city of the 
living, the entrance to the vaults being 
like tiny houses. Here, too, we descry the 
dome of the Pantheon, the magnificent 
mausoleum, in the vaults of w ich one 
hundred men famous in French history 
have been laid to rest. Farther on 
rises the dome of the Hotel des Inval- 
ides, one of the finest buildings ever 
erected for the shelter of military heroes. 
It has apartments capable of accommo- 
dating five thousand men, though now 
some five hundred distinguished soldiers 
are all that aré gathered under its roof, 
Beneath its gilded dome is the sarcoph- 
agus in which is the body of the great 
Napoleon. Conspicuous also is the light, 
graceful spire of Sainte Chapelle, a 
beautiful church of the thirteenth cen- 
tury, the most perfect example in Paris 
of Gothic architecture.
